Elisabeth Gordon 
Chandler Remembered 
(1913 - 2006 ) 



Sculptor Elisabeth Gordon Chandler was an 
acclaimed artist, teacher, and beloved art 
school founder in Old Lyme. 


It was with great sadness that the art 
community of Old Lyme mourned the 
loss of Elisabeth Gordon Chandler, 
founder of the Lyme Academy College 
of Fine Arts, who passed away on 
November 29, 2006. Elisabeth was 93 
years old and teaching sculpture at the 
Academy at time of her death. 

“Elisabeth founded the Lyme 
Academy when representational art 
and the traditional education of arti sts 
was disappearing in the Western 
world,” noted Frederick Osborne, 
President of the College. “She was a 
Renaissance woman, who firmly but 
gently led by the example of her own 
principled life and gave of herself 
with boundless generosity. She was 
a national treasure whose inspiration 
will always be embodied in the spirit 
of this Academy College.” 

“Because of Elisabeth’s artistic 
vision and financial generosity, the 
LAA has it’s beautiful art education 
studio which Elisabeth financed and 
built in the mid-1970’s,” expressed 
Bob Potter, Executive Director of the 
LAA. “Today, the LAA’s art education 
program provides our members and 
the community with year-round 
classes and workshops - just one of 
Elisabeth’s many great and lasting 
contribution to the arts and artists in 
Old Lyme, Connecticut.”
